1. (Amended) An interventional device, comprising: 

a sonoluminescent light module for placement inside a body , the module comprising 

(i) an acoustic transducer for generating sound waves; 

(ii) a housing enclosing an acoustic conducting medium, the acoustic conducting 
medium positioned in a pathway of the sound waves generated by the acoustic transducer, 
at least a portion of the housing being optically transparent; and 

(iii) a lens for focusing the sound waves generated by the acoustic transducer in 
the acoustic conducting medium to generate a sonoluminescent light.
